MR. POWDERLY. 


Tcstllles Before the Congreulonal Com- 
mittee Invettigatlng the Emi- 
grant Abuse at Hew York. 


NBW YOBK, Ang. 20.—Oolleotor Ma- 
gone was the first wifnesa examined to- 
day before the eongreBsional Oommittee 
on emigrant abnses. The witness said 
he never uses authority in prohibiting 
persons from landing unless the emi- 
gration oommissioners called hia atten- 
tion to the matter. 


Gten. Master Workman Powderly was 
the next sworm. 
He said, the order 
was in a flourishing condition and num- 
bers about 600,000 members in the 
United States. 
It excludes from its 
rai^ks bankers, lawyers, rum sellers, 
loafers and professional politicians. 


The system of imported contract la- 
bor, Mr. Powderly said, was a most 
reprehensible one. 
Those forei^ers 
who come here under such conditions 
were grossly immoral and this country 
could never meet these competitors with 
honest labor. 
In the coal regions the 
native miners were driven out of em- 
ployment by Hungarians and other for- 
eign workingmen who live in a filthy 
state. 


They live oa the cheapest kind of 
food, so that American men cannot com- 
pete with them. Their sleeping quarters 
are simply disgusting. Their immorali- 
ty, the witness said, was startling. 
The 
universal opinion of American workmen, 
said Mr. Powderly, is that the men who 
work along the line of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
Hungarians and 
Italians, 
who ate designated only by brass checks 
hung on their pantaloons, are not de- 
sirable An^ierican citiaens. 
They bear 
no names and their checks are frequent- 
ly changed to cheat them out of their 
wages.

To ba able to say the ri^t thing ai 
the right time is a g^t bestowed by nat- 
ure upon but few jjersons. It is, how- 
ever, attainable in a greater or less de- 
gree by all. 
Nowhere is the taot and 
adaptability of one's words to the occa- 
sion put to severer test than at the din- 
ing-toble. 
Conversation there has a 
double weight, effecting the physical as 
well as the social man. 
"Eat, drink, 
and be merry" has in its hackneyed em- 
brace an important i)hysiological law. 
The habitually cheerful, happy-hearted 
dinner has no dyspeptic alarums to an- 
swer. 
Light, gay banter and 
trivial 
bric-a-brac of talk are nowh<ire so ex- 
cusable, nor quite so fitting as at meal 
time. 


The household that makes a practice 
of having a jolly sea^son at eating-time 
will always be found to live with less 
friction and more real enjoyment than 
that one where victuals are muched in 
stolid silence by all. 
I wotild venture 
soda biscuit, pie crust, and rich cakes in 
the system of the jolly eater Avith less 
fear than I should trust the strictest di- 
etetic foods in the stomach of a mourn- 
ful discontent and flaw-finder. 


The cares of a life time may seem 
often to spread over the day from en- 
tertaining a magnitied cloud at break- 
fast -with no counter current of bandin- 
age or comfort, or cheer to scatter the 
storm into s]>ray. 
There is, in fact, 
seldom a dining-room that is not a inis- 
sion-field for some one's deftness at 
turning the talk into agreeable, sunny 
channels. 


It is not pleasant, and not often profit- 
able for a guest, nor is it ad-nsable for 
members of the family, to spend the 
dinner hour in di.scussing the food that 
is being put to a legitimate purpose. A 
lady presiding at lier own table has 
been known to make her cooking, her 
methods, successes or experiments with 
one and another ingredient, the pivot 
on which she balanced almost the en- 
tire conversation of the meal. 
To fol- 
low such a course is to cultivate a profli- 
gate habit of conversation and to foster 
criticisms that might be better be- 
stowed.

Many 
a boy and girl receiv<'s golden nuggets 
of information and insip;ht into the cur- 
rent affairs of the day from entertaining 
conversations wliieh parents lead dur- 
ing the meal hours. 


A comi)auy of busy peojde, once 
boarding tofrether, and having little 
time for reading or study, undertook a 
light method of turning to profit the 
three times daily that they met round 
the dining-table. 
Tliey chose to greet 
one another at brealvfast each with a 
Scrij'ture text or the selection of a 
thoughtful character; at 
noon each 
brought some item from the btisiness 
world, a currenL event, scientific fact, 
literary or art note, or some observation 
of his own; and at the tea table, anec- 
dotes, funny hai)penings of the day, 
stray -witty sayings, and all enlivening 
talk were in order. 
The plan quite 
efiectually secured its most desired end, 
which wasthe]>rc'v'entionof"3hop talk," 
that most tiring theme among those al- 
ready wearied with their work. 


Sbmewhat more amusing tlian the ex- 
perience of this club was the outcome 
of a similar scheme inaugurated by a 
table of coll(!ge students. 
For a time 
each memb<ir disjilayed his or her 
familiarity with the learned and wise by 
reciting a quotation fr(^m their writings 
at the supper table. 
"Witticisms scin- 
tillated" and "a genial flow of spirits" 
resulted, but one evenkig the associa- 
tion of ideas became too vividly out of 
correspondence when a i)art of the 
company rei)eated, 
verse by verse, 
Gray's "Elegy in a Country Church 
Yard." 
The 
remaining 
members 
groaned mo.st percci)tibly, and tea-table 
sentiments for a time were with them 
at a discount.—Good 
Housekeefimg.
